Woman Wins Ford. 
Stock Tax Suit 


Detroit, Oct. 5.—Mrs. Alice Gray 
Kales, former stockholder in Ford 
Motor Company, who sold out to 
Henry Ferd in 1919 when the !at- 
ter acquired majority control, vir- 
tually has won her suit to recover 
from the government $2,627,300 
paid in excess income tax. 

Although judgment was not for- 
mally entered by Federal Judge Ben 

C. Dawkins. he ruled that the gov- 
ernment could not revise its own 
valuation of stock for income tax 
purposes. In this case the govern- 
ment furnished a valuation of the 
stock to determine the amount as- 
sessable and subsequently revised 
the valuation downward, making the 
taxable profits greater. 

Mrs. Kales paid under protest and 
started suit to recover. Other stock- 
holders, including Senator James 
Couzens and the Dodge estate, did 
not pay but appealed to the Boar 
of Tax Appet als, before which their

of Detroit says that the city’s traffic situation is 
worse than its crime status. Thirty-nine people were killed 
in one recent four-week period, an increase of 50 per cent. 
over the same period of last year. The commissioner says 
that twice as many are killed in traffic as are slain by thugs. 
This seems to suggest that the Police Department has its 
hands full to overflowing. And what is the unfortunate vic- 
tim’s family to do about it? Detroit’s march toward lead- 
ership in population appears to be suffering from obstacles. 

* * * 

Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., president of General Motors, said 
definitely, before close to 300 newspaper automobile edi- 
tors that the corporation he heads has no intention of engag- 
ing in a price war with Henry Ford’s organization. Mr. 
Sloan said that there was plenty of room for both of the big 
ones in the industry of giving the public honest value in 
their respective fields. 

Mr. Ford is characteristically silent, but it seems cer- 
tain that neither of the giants is planning an “invasion” 
of the other’s field, already pretty clearly defined 
by some years of fence-building. Mr. Sloan is on record 
as saying that there is no reason why General Motors 
today cannot give a greater dollar value than any one else 
in the world. The problem, he says, does not look too com- 
plicated. 

This statement ought to form sad news for the “war 
correspondents” who have been presaging carnage as the 
result of the new Ford line, when it comes. However, some 
of them can be absolutely relied upon to represent both com- 
panies on the firing line, with their strategies and their 
maneuvers all seen as moves in a “titanic struggle.” 

The man who is waiting for a price war before he 
buys a car right now is in for a long and profitless wait. 

It is worth remembering that there is a clear distinction 
between war and business. War is hell. Business is 
business. 

* * of 

PEAKING as toastmaster before the editors, R. H. Grant, 
vice-president in charge of sales for Chevrolet, touched 
on the ever present prominence of the used car situation. As 
a help to solution he suggested that definite allowances on 
used cars of the various classes and of various years should 
be established—and, presumably, adhered to. This, he sug- 
gested, would have an influence in giving the owner of a 
used car some idea of what he might reasonably expect for 
it, on a reasonable appraisal. Just as the owner of other 
commodities for sale now acquaints himself with the value 
of what he owns before he offers it for sale, Mr. Grant thinks 
that the used car owner ought to know what his car is really 

worth in the market—not to him as an individual. 

If the dealers generally can be led to see the sound- 
ness of this point of view, it will prove of real advan- 
tage to everybody. Up to the present time, there has 
always been difficulty in two things. First, to get an 
agreement as to what a used car is worth, and, second, 
to get the dealers to stick to the valuation when it has 
been established. The “shopper” has usually been able 
to find a dealer who will allow him more for his car 
than the dealer’s competitor will. Reasonable apprais- 
als and adherence to them by every dealer will go far 
toward solving a very vexing problem. Self-interest 
ought to move the dealer to work for both of these essen- 
tials. Getting him to hew to these lines constitutes the 
sharpest angle of the problem. 

* * 
F. KETTERING, who spoke at the same occasion as 
Mr. Grant, said that he was hearing of the used car 
problem for the first time. This occasioned some 
surprise, as Mr. Kettering is ordinarily considered to be 
unusually well informed about the industry. I wonder if he 
could have been joking.

lr ITS next session the Legislature of New Jersey will 
A be asked to amend the present speed laws of the state. 
The statute in force today places the maximum speed that 
may be employed, even in the open country, at thirty miles 
per hour. 

Automotive organizations in New Jersey are preparing 
for a concerted campaign to lift the speed limit to forty miles 
per hour, in order “to give the drivers an opportunity of 
being honest, as very few drive under thirty-five miles.” 


This same situation holds in most states throughout the | ! 


country. Antiquated laws are still on the statute books limit-'® 
ing motor vehicle speeds to thirty and even twenty-five miles 
per hour. It may safely be stated that not one driver in a 
thousand observes these laws to the letter. In many places 


local police officials would arrest a driver for obstructing | 


traffic if he strictly observed the state speed limit law. 

In other words, the speed laws almost automatically 
make law-breakers of the vast majority of motor vehicle 
drivers. Our national sin is a childish hypocrisy of law 
passing, which places on the statute books enactments that 
never are taken with the slightest pretense of seriousness. 
Within the past few months a number of states have lifted 
their speed limits to meet modern conditions and general cus- 
tom. Connecticut has abrogated entirely its speed limit, 
making “driving to the common danger” the standard 
traffic offense. This means that traffic officers can arrest 
a motorist whi drives carelessly, even if his actua] speed is 
only ten miles an hour. 

The-Neuw Jersey organizations are to be congratulated 
on their endeavor to lift the state out of the ranks of the 
hypocritical speed limiters.

RUBBER IMPORTS DROP 
Washington, Oct. 5.—A _ sharp 
decline in crude rubber prices was 
chiefly resposible for a falling off 
in the value of American imports 
during the first half of this year, 
the United States Chamber of 
Commerce announced today. Dur- 
ing the first six months of 1927 
the value of crude rubber imports 
decreased $137,000,000, accounting 
for more than 75 per cent of the 
total decline, which amounted to 
$187,000,000. 

Total imports of all commodities, 
mounting to $2,124,188,000, were 
7 per cent below the same period 
of last year. This sum, however, 
with the single exception of last 
vear, was larger than other cor- 
responding periods since 1920. 
The average price of crude rubber 
declined 3 cents a pound, from 70 
cents for the first half of 1926 to 
37 cents for the corresponding half 
of this year. At low price 
American rubber manufacturers im- 
ported nearly 500,000,000 pounds, or 
8 per cent more than the record last 
year. The decrease in value was 
from $321,988,000 to $184,713,000, a 
loss of 43 per cent.
